feetly to sketch the life and public servj 
ices of their late neighbor, friend and 
brother, James L. Worden, who dei 
parted this life at 9:30 o'clock p. m. ou 
the evening of the 2d of June, 1884; 
When some one shall have written the' 
history of the people of Indiana and] 
adequately traced the growth and pro-i 
gress of their civil customs and institu- 
tions, then, not sooner perhaps, will thCj 
great value of his public services become 
generally and fully known and appreci- 
ated. And then, if not before, among 
the opinions of judges who have passed 
away, and of those who are still living, 
the judicial opinions of him whose life 
we would fittingly commemorate, will re- 
call to the minds of judges, of lawyers, 
and of all who may come after us, the 
name of one of the purest, the ablest 
and the wisest of judges, whose judicial 
labors contributed largely to the social 
order, security and well being of the 
people of the state. 


It is the purpose of the bar, rather, to 


give some expression to the sense of the 
great loss which each feels and has sus- 
tained in his death; to present, though 
inadequately it may be, their apprecia- 
tion of the deceased as nman, ns a neigh- 
bor, as a friend and brother, who has 
long been engaged with them in the ad- 
ministration of public justice. 


Judge Worden was born May 10, 1819, 


at Sandifield, Berkshire county, Massa- 
chusetts, aud was at tbe time of his death 
a few days over siity-uve years of age. 
His father died when he was but eight 
years old. Soon thereafter he moved 
with his mother to Portage comity, 0., 
where be worked on the farm for the 
support of the family for several years. 
He bad no educational advantages other 
than such as the common schools of tbe 
neighborhood afforded. Ho read but few 
books, but such as he could get were 
thoroughly read and understood. As a 
boy he was curious and inquiring and 
soon gave evidence to those around him 
of that clear and penetrating insight into 
things which he so conspicuously dis- 
played in after life. At tbe age of nine- 
teen, through the advice of a few appre- 
ciating friends, he commenced the study 
of law in theofficeof Thomw) J. Straight 
at Cincinnati. 
In 18-il he was admitted 


to tht bar of the supreme court of Ohio. 


with the utmost facility and certainty 
the incidental from the essential faote, BO 
that he who was in the right rarely, if 
ever, had occasion to complain of the 
finding of a jury that he had charged 
'upon the law aud the facie. To him, his 
conclusions were so clear that1 they 
amounted to convictions. Hence, while 
he always had great respect for the opin- 
ions of the jury yet,' when convinced 
that the finding was wrong, he would 
promptly set aside, without the least hes- 
itation, the verdict. No man was less 
willful than Judge Worden, yet few'had 
more will power than he. 
He adhered 


to his conclusions with great firmness, 
not because they were his, but because 
of the clearness with which he had 
reached them. No judge ever listened 
more patiently than he did, especially to 
the party who seemed to him to be in 
error. And for this reason a re-argu- 
ment of a question once decided was 
rarely asked. As a general rule, the 
party against whom he decided was sat- 
isfied, quite as ready to yield the contest 
as wa* his-more fortunate opponent. 
It 


was these qualities, as well as his exten- 
sive learning, his patience, his courteonjj 
bearing towards every one of us, and his 
vivacious and: genial spirit and good will 
toward all, that made us all believe that 
he was the best nisi prius judge in the 
state. 


In 1858, Judge "Worden was appointed 


by Governor Willard to fill the vacancy 
of'the supreme bench Occasioned by the 
resignation of Judge Stewart. In 1859 
he was elected to tie same position. Ho 
was again elected to the supreme bench 
in 1870 and reflected in 1876. In 1882, 
though urged by his associate judges, 
and. the leading members of the bar of 
theatate to become a .candidate for' re- 
election, he declined, and was eleoted'by 
the unanimous vote of the people' judge 
of the .superior, court of Allen county. 
The decreased 'served as judge of the su- 
preme court some nineteen 'years,' 
Through his labors as one of the judges: 
of the highest court of the state he will 
be known and appreciated by those who 
are to follow him and us. As was fitting- 
ly remarked: yesterday by his' distin- 
guished successor on the supreme'bencti, 
,"hiB reported opinions will constitute-an 
enduring monument to his memory/ 
'handing down his fame and his worth .to 
remote generations." 
' 
' 


No man was ever better' fitted'for' the 


bench,' by his mental, constitution than 
the deceased. He was habitually, reflec- 
tive uiid thoughtful; his mind, .though 
active, 'was serene and calm—therefore, 
•without bias or prejudice. His power' of 
logical analysis was very acute, so mncri 
so that he always saw clearly and with- 
out difficulty the precise question tp be 
considered and was able to separate from 
it everything that was foreign to'it. ' He 
saw with great clearness the true relation 
and just dependence of ideas and things. 
It was for these reasons that his decis- 


witli profound attention and ordered 
spread upon the records of the courts. 


Judge Edward O'Kourko then lead the 


following resolutions from' the Allen 
county bar: 


Hesoleed, Thai the bar of Allen county 


has received with profound 
sorrow 


the intelligence of the death, of Jamea L. 
Wordeu, for mare than a third of a cen- 
tury an eminent practitioner at the bar,, 
and an honored judge of this state,

L. Worden deserves to be revered by the 
bar as a mont sacred object of'affection, 
as most honorable to the profession to 
which he belonged, as dear to the trial 
courts of this state which have been en- 
lightened by his contributions! to the 
science of jurisprudence and to hk 
brethren of the court of which he was «x> 
long a'distinguished member. 


JZeMit'ed, THat in all the relations of 


life, as husband, parent and friend, he 
was true and affectionate, kind and iu- 
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ions seemed to carry in themselves the 
weight of authority. 
He had great re- 


spect for the decisions and opinions of 
eminent judges, yet he did not always 


Ize precedents as authority. 'His 
was broad, comprehenflive, direct 


and fair. He saw the pointto be decided 
and his mind was never to be deflected 
from, it in even the slightest degree by 
irrelevant considerations. 


Judge Worden's style o{ writing waa 


strictly .judicial No one could express 
with more vigor and clearness and in 
fewer words than he, what he intended. 
He waa never profuse or obscure; he 
never did, nor did he ne'xl to, repeat a 
word. TTitt thought and style was always 
direct and to the point. 
He was no 


sophist. 
He could not think or talk 


around or about a question. If he had 
anything to say, it was always to the 
r 


t and full of meaning. This is not 


time or place to 
discuss in 


detail the merits of the deceased's work 
contributed. We can only say that its 
value is such that it has, and will con- 
tinue to contribute largely to the stability 
of our institutions aud the social well- 
being o£ our people. 


Aa a man, Judge Wordeu was just and 


honorable. Hie tastes were refined; he 
was fond of music and gave much of his 
time to general reading and culture. He 
loved his fellow-men; Uia love of nature 
was strong; he loved the hills, the trees, 
and everything that grew—lie never saw 
a boulder without thinking of the im- 
mense period that had elapsed since the 
glacier began to move it southward. He 
was kind and amiable in disposition, 
generous in feeling, courteous in man- 
ners, aud always, in the trueseusc of the 
word, a gentleman. There "WOT, in his 
manners, his life, hismetbodsof thought 
a genial nnd pleasing simplicity. He 
uever allowed his subject to overpower 
him. 


He always at last, however much time 


it-Bight require, became the complete 
master ofhifisubject. Therewaanosbam, 
no pretence in the life or thouKht of this 
able man; nor could lie tolerate these 
things in others. 


The deceased was a devoted and affec- 


tionate friend. The num that once se- 


dulgent, firm and stetidfast. Wo'odmire 
his amiable manner^, 'his 'purity of life, 
his devotion as » citizen, his ability as u. 
lawyer, his fearlessness'and uprightness 
as a judge.
